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Jury Studying ’68 Disorders 
Names 8 Demonstrators 
and 8 Policemen

CHICAGO, March 20—A Fed¬ 
eral grand jury indicted eight 
persons today on charges of 
conspiracy to incite a riot dur¬ 
ing the Democratic National 
Convention here last August. 

The grand jury, which began 
an investigation into wide¬ 
spread convention-week street 
disorders in September, also in¬ 
dicted eight Chicago policemen, 
seven of them on charges of 
assaulting demonstrators and 
one on a charge of perjury. 

The eight accused demonstra¬ 
tors, including David T. Del¬ 
linger, the editor of Liberation 
magazine, and Abby Hoffman, 
the Yippie leader, planned pro¬ 
test demonstrations for the 
convention week. They are 
|the first indicted under anti- 
jriot provisions of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1968. 

The provisions make it a 
crime to cross state lines or to 
use such interstate facilities as 
; telephones to incite or partici¬ 
pate in a riot. 

The eight demonstrators were 

also charged individually with 
— 
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traveling in interstate com¬ 
merce to incite a riot or with 
teaching the use of an incendi¬ 
ary device to foment disorder. 

The grand jury charged the 
seven policemen in the alleged 
assaults with violating Federal 
law by depriving the injured 
citizens of their civil rights by 
punishing them “summarily and 
without due process of law.” 

The jury also indicted an em¬ 
ploye of the National Broad¬ 
casting Company, Mrs. Enid 
Roth of New York City, on a 
charge of concealing a micro¬ 
phone to intercept oral commu¬ 
nications illegally. 

She was accused of having 
put it in a television set on 
Aug. 25 in a room at the, Hil¬ 
ton Hotel where the Demo¬ 
cratic Platform Committee was 
meeting. It was discovered 
while the committee was in 
session. 

United States Attorney 
Thomas A. Foran announced at 
a news conference in the Fed¬ 
eral Building that the grand 
jury would continue its investi¬ 
gation and might return more 
indictments. 

| In answer to a question about 
the equal number of indict¬ 
ments so far of policemen and 
demonstrators, he denied there 
was any truth to published re¬ 
ports that the Justice Depart¬ 
ment wanted to “balance” in¬ 
dictments of demonstrators and 
policemen so the grand jury 
would not seem to be blaming 
the police for the violence that 
racked Chicago during the week 
of Aug. 25. 

Mr. Foran said that only 
eight policemen had been in¬ 
dicted because of the “enor¬ 
mous difficulty” of identifying 
police participants. 

He urged anyone with more 
information to come forward. 

The Chicago Police Superin¬ 
tendent, James B. Conlisk, said 
that as a result of the indict¬ 
ments the Police Department’s 
own investigation of allegations 
against policemen would be re¬ 
opened. 

, Five of the eight indicted po¬ 
licemen have already received 
brief suspensions. Two of the 
others were cleared by the Po¬ 
lice Department investigation. 

Two policemen have resigned 
from the force, and 41 others 
have been disciplined in con¬ 
nection with their convention 
week actions. 

In today’s indictments seven 
policemen are charged with 
beating two students, a univer¬ 


sity instructor, a Chicago Sun- 
Times photographer, a News¬ 
week correspondent and a Chi¬ 
cago Daily News reporter. 

The eighth policeman, Lieut. 

Carl Dobrich, is charged with 
two counts of perjury in having 
told the grand jury he did not 
beat anyone with his nightstick 
in Grant Park on Aug. 26 and 
during the bloody confronta¬ 
tion of policemen and demon¬ 
strators in front of the Hilton 
Hotel on Aug. 28. 

The demonstrators indicted 
are: 

Mr. Dellinger, 53 years old, 
of New York City. 

Thomas C. Hayden, 29, of New 
York. 

Rennard C. Davis, 28, of Chi¬ 
cago. 

Mr. Hoffman, 32, of New 
York. 

Jerry C. Rubin, 30, of New 
York. 

Bobby G. Seale, 32, a leader 
of the Black Panthers organ¬ 
ization in San Francisco. 

Lee Weiner, 29, a research as¬ 
sistant with the department 
of sociology at Northwestern 
University here. 

John R. Froines, 29, assistant 
professor of chemistry at the 
University of Oregon. 

The indictment said the de¬ 
vice was to be used to damage 
a huge garage under Grant 
Park. The park was the scene 
of several confrontations with 
the police and National Guard. 

In addition to the conspiracy 
count, Mr. Weiner and Profes¬ 
sor Froines were charged with 
teaching demonstrators how to 
make and use an incendiary 
device to foment civil disorder. 

Mr. Seale is charged with 
traveling here to spark a riot 
on Aug. 27 and seeking to 
incite, one with a speech in 
Grant Park on Aug. 28. 

Each of the other, demonstra¬ 
tors is charged with crossing 
state lines in the planning of 
disruptions and in holding plan¬ 
ning meetings here with the 
same aim. Each also is charged 
with making incendiary 
speeches. 

Mr. Davis and Mr. Hayden, 
in planning, demonstrations, 
used offices here of the Na¬ 
tional Mobilization Committee 
to End the War in Vietnam. 
They acted as coordinators of 
the demonstrations. 

Mr. Dellinger was chairman 
of the committee. Mr. Hoff¬ 
man and Mr. Rubin were lead¬ 
ers of the Youth International 
party (Yippies), which un-i 
successfully sought <;ity permis¬ 


sion to camp in Chicago’s Lin¬ 
coln Park. 

All participated in demon¬ 
strations during the conven¬ 
tion week. The demonstrations 
were promoted as peaceful pro¬ 
tests against the Johnson Ad¬ 
ministration’s war policy and 
against efforts by Democratic 
party leaders to nominate Vice 
President Humphrey for the 
Presidency, as well as against 
Mayor Richard J. Daley’s re¬ 
fusal to permit demonstrators 
to parade and meet in public 
places. 

Warrants were issued today 
for the arrest of all 17 de¬ 
fendants. Bond was set at 
$10,000 each. 

Mrs. Roth and the demon¬ 
strators face maximum penal¬ 
ties of 10 years in prison and 
a fine of $20,000 if convicted. 
Lieutenant Dobrich faces 10 
years in prison and a $4,000 
fine. The other policemen could 
receive a year in prison and a 
fine of $1,000 on each beating 
count. 

Twelve other demonstrators 
were named today as coconspir¬ 
ators to incite to riot but were 
not indicted. They included 
Wolfe B. Lowenthal of New 
York and Prof. Sidney M. Peck 
of Case Western Reserve Uni¬ 
versity in Cleveland. 

Meanwhile, the trial of 13 
other demonstrators entered its 
16th day. Patricia Saltonstall, 
reared in genteel Boston so¬ 
ciety, described in Cook County 
Circut Court today how she 
got her name on a Chicago 
police blotter during the con¬ 
vention. 

Miss Saltonstall, a cousin of 
former Senator Leverett Salton¬ 
stall of Massachusetts, and the 
12 others are being tried in 
Cook County Circuit Court on 
charges of disorderly conduct. 

The demonstrators marched 
south, with 3,000 others, on 
Michigan Avenue toward- the 
convention hall. The police ^and 
Guard troops halted the march 
at 18th Street to prevent, offi¬ 
cials have testified, a possible 
attack on the marchers by Ne¬ 
groes in slums through which 
marchers might pass. 

Defense witnesses have tes¬ 
tified no sudh peril existed. 

At 18th Street a Guard offi¬ 
cer said that anyone proceed¬ 
ing would be arrested. Seventy- 
nine persons, including the 13 
on trial, proceeded and were 
apprehended. 

Miss Saltonstall testified that 
while she was halted at 18th 
Street she was grabbed anc. 
“yanked” into the forbidden in¬ 


tersection by two Guardsmen. 

While they held her arms, 
she said, she received “a blind¬ 
ing blow” to the side of the 
face from a Guardsman’s rifle 
barrel. 

She said she was “dazed” 
and “terrified.” 

She said she had marched to 


‘‘express peacefully my outrage 
at what I had seen in the 
streets of Chicago and on the 
floor of the convention hall for 
four days.” 
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
